ASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—Preal-
dent Wilson In a Thanksgiv-
ing prociamation Issued Friday
nlght, sald Americans have abund-
ant cause to be grateful because
the lesions of war are rapsdly
healing and because “In plenty. se-
curty and peace our virtuous and
self-reliant people face the future,
Its duties and its opportunities.”

Followitig 18 the text of Lhe proc-
lamation:

““The season apronches when it
behooves us to turn from the dis.
tractions and pre-occupations of our
daily life, that we may contemplate
the mercies which have been vouch-
sifed to us, and render heartfelt
and unfelgned thanks unto God for

The great
army of free men, which America
Lent to the defense of liberty, re-
tarning to the grateful embrace of
the nation, has resumed the useful
pursults of peace, ag simply and as
promptly ns it rushed to arms in

obedlence to the country’s call. The
equal justice of our laws hns re-
celved steady vindleation in the sup
port of a law-ablding people
agalnst vartoug and sinleter attacks
which have reflected only the busar
agitatlona of war, now happlly puess
ing.

"Iln plenty. security and peace,
our virtuous nnd salf-relinnt peo-
Ple face the future, its duty and its
opportunities, are those of service,

Clear Vikion Sought.

“In a spirit, then of devotion and
stewnrdship, we should glve thanks
In our hearts, and dedleate  our-
selves to the service of Ciod's mercl-
ful and loving purpose to his ehll-
dren,
